RACES AGAIN POSTPONED

Continued Rain Makes It Impos- 
sible to Proceed at Jefferson. 

Track and Roads Inundated — 
Saturday’s Entries Stand 
for Monday. 



NEW ORLEANS. La., December 21. — Further 
r:<iiis. which lasted throughout last night and today, 
again caused a cancellation of the raring program 
at Jefferson I’:'.rk. The track ]>ro|ier was in worse 

•inliti.m than yesterday, as little if any water 
drained off it. every ditch and hole it could run into 
being filled to overflowing. The automobile roads 
leading to Jefferson Park were inundated in long 
stretches to a depth of several feet at some places, 
and were much worse than yesterday. 

Many of the owners and trainers who had liorsts 
entered for today expressed their willingness to re- 
enter them for Monday, so racing secretary J. 1!. 
Campbell just let the entries for today stand for 
Monday. Although the traek, naturally, will he 
unusually heavy, it i- expected taat the racing can 
be resumed then if the rain ceases. When the 
water begins to run off it will not take long for 
the traek and roads to drain. 

Many of the owners arc transferring their horses 
to the Fair Grounds sooner than they expected, as 
the water got into some of the stables. None of the 
thoroughbreds will suffer, however, as those in the 
staliles reached by the water were quickly gotten 
out and sent over to the other track, while others 
were stabled ill the paddock pending arrangements 
for their removal to the Fair Grounds. Stable 
hands are forced to wade through water at some 
places from eighteen to twenty-four inches deej) to 
get their charges to the other course. 

The work of pumping out the water in the sec- 
tions most seriously affected by the flood went 
steadily on all day. but this did not improve the 
situation to any appreciable extent. Special at- 
tention was devoted to getting the water out of the 
stables, and in this work more satisfactory results 
were obtained. Most of the stalls affected are 
again habitable. 

The rain was still falling today, but the predic- 
tion for Sunday is for fair weather and. should 
tiiis materialise, it is believed conditions will be 
si improved us to allow a resumption of the sport 
Monday. Horsemen and others who are iii attend- 
ance upon the meeting are taking the enforced 
lay-off philosophically, as they realize that it can- 
not lx- bellied. They are making the best of an 
unavoidable situation. 

BAKER STABLE TO CONTINUE RACING. 

Mrs. Grover C. Baker has been appointed admin- 
istratrix of the estate of the late W. II. Baker, and. 
according to word received here, she will continue to 
race the horses belonging to the estate in the inter- 
est of herself and the other heirs. The stable will 
lie raced in the name of Mrs. C. and E. Baker & 
Co., and will is- managed by “Tex” Forman. Mrs. 
Baker, who is now in St. Louis, is due to reach 
here early next week. 

The horses that Barney Schrciber shipped from 
Lexington arrived today in good condition. The 
list comprises ten yearlings and one older horse. 

W. C. Weant and E. W. Fox today transferred 
their stables from Jefferson I’ark to the Fair 
Grounds. 

Secretary Joe McLennan today distributed among 
horsemen the program book for the first week of 
Frair Grounds meeting. According to the book 
there will be four races at one mile or over 
on the ojK-ning day. There will also be a race for 
two-year-olds, which will he a dash of three - 
eighths. Mr. McLennan announced that he is re- 
ceiving a good many entries to the New Year’s 
Handicap, which will he the opening day’s tig 
feature. Entries to this race close Christinas day. 

V bile Jefferson Park presented a rather gloomy 
aspect today, the lair Grounds was a scene of 
much activity. Judge Joseph Murphy and Racing 
Secretary Joseph McLennan were busy the greater 
part of the day looking after the preliminary de- 
tails incidental to the opening of tile meeting there 
on January 1st. and straightening out the stable 
and stall reservations. 

The work of schooling the two-year-olds was 
hailed by the adverse weather and track condi- 
tions. hut a large number of the older horses were 
worked iu the mud.

ARMY OFFICER’S PURPLE-BRED HORSE ! J. N. CAMDEN’S FUTURE RACING HOPES 

Watercress II. Now at Corpus Christi Army Post Fifteen of the String Are by tbs Good English- 
and May Race Again. Bred Stallion Light Brigade. 



CORPrs CHRISTI. Tex., December 21.— A re- 
cent visitor to tlie army ]Mist here was impressed by 
the stylish Irauty and carriage of an officer’s mount 
as the artillery troop wound its way through the 
various evolutions of the drill on the parade grounds. 
It was evident to the spectator that the handsome 
chestnut which so oiitlooked his equine fellows was 
of a class and breeding apart from them, and 
realized it. The lover of good horseflesh, with his 
curiosity aroused, and with the realization that in- 
formation is a scarce commodity in the surround- 
ings of an army camp, requested permission to view 
the charger at closer range, and was given leave 
to visit the stables. 

Quickly he found the big animal, being groomed by 
an attendant in khaki, who pridefully admitted that 
the “boss was a thoroughbred; not like these others, 
which are all right enough in their way, but not 
thoroughbreds.” 

“This is a null horse, bred\ in the purple, whose 
turf name was Watercress II. when he raced in the 
east in 1915 and 1919.” lie said. Ilis sire was one 
of tlie greatest sires of his time, the English 
Watercress, a son of Springfield — Whar/edale, by 
Hermit. His dam was Pearl V’.. by Salvator — 
Fironzi, both champions. This handsome big son of 
theirs was one of the last offerings that James 
B. Unggiu ever submitted to a thoroughbred sales 
ring, and when he was led licfore tlie auctioneer 
it was with a reserve of $15,900 upon him. The high- 
est sum offered was $19,990. and he was returned 
to the Haggin barn. Later he was sold to James 
McLaughlin, acting for the Eikwood Park Stable, 
for the sales ring hid. The handsome body of 
Watercress II. proved too weighty for his legs 
when tiie attempt was made to fit him for stake 
engagements, and lie I lowed a tendon. Patched up, 
he finished second in a fashionable field of two- 
year-old maidens at Saratoga iu 1915 in one of his 
nine efforts under colors. 

“At the dispersal of the Eikwood Stable tlie 
gelding was purchased for a proverbial song by a 
southerner, who brought him to New Orleans, where 
an army lieutenant, in search of a thoroughbred 
mount, secured him and had him shipped out here. 

PUPIL OF KING EDWARD’S STABLE. 

“If I do say it myself. I know a good horse when 
I see one, for oyer in the old country I was a 
hostler in King Edward’s racing stable for several 
years, and I learned there the proper care of a 
liorse, such as I’ve liestowed njioii this Watercress. 
He’s a g.-l ling. I II admit, though lie wouldn’t have 
lieen one if they d given him :l chance to develop his 
foil strength of limb before they attempted to train 
him over tin’ dirt tracks: hut lie’s the best horse ami 
the best-looking horse in the army, and you can 
see for yourself how his leg has responded to the 
treatment of cold tubbing and exercise over the 
sandy trails of this lonesome country. He’s as 
sound as a dollar, and he proves liis royal blood and 
breeding on every long hike we make; lie’s one of 
tlie thousands we need to guide the cold-blooded 
gun and caisson pullers over their long marches. 
This branch of the service needs his type as much 
as the cavalry does, if not more. 

“After the Hun is safely stowed away, and the 
world rests easier, there'll come a time when my 
four years’ service will he up, and then I’m going 
to get the lieutenant s permission, and Watercress 
II. and I are going racing fur a while. If we 
don't return with more brackets to our credit than 
a great many racers that I’ve seen. I’ll lx- sadly 
mistaken. How can lie help it; he’s from one of the 
best families in the thoroughbred world, and lie’s 
Been in the army. I hat’ll carry man or beast any- 
where. providing, of course, that lie hasn’t been in 
tin* German army. 

Lieutenant E. S Monro of tlie 4th Field Artil- 
lery and owner of Watercress II. at the present 
time, said that he may permit the orderly to carry 
his desires into effect during tlie next season, if 
only for the sake of satisfying his own curiosity 
regarding the efficacy of army training, as he 
put it. 



GREAT HORSES AND THEIR RACES 



MAJOR AUGUST BELMONT ARRIVES HOME 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. December 21. — Major August 
Belmont, chairman of the Jockey Club, was among 
the 2.942 officers and men of the American Expedi- 
tionary Force that arrived on the British steamship 
Baltic' of tlie White Star Line at Sandy Hook this 
morning, t’apt. I-arry Waterhury, famous amateur 
horseman and polo player, was another arrival oil 
the name steamer. 



Several of tlie most famous horses in English 
turf history have earned their reputation b.v win- 
ning a fevy races. St. Simon, for instance, only 
ran nine times, and just a dozen was the sum of 
Isinglass’ appearances. (In the other hand, many 
inferior animals have been out a hundred times and 
more. The well-known Oxonian ran iu one hundred 
and twenty races and won thirty-four out of them. 
Grand Flaneur ran ill one hundred and thirty-two 
with thirty-six successes; Lama-man is also credited 
with thirty-six victories in one hundred and nine- 
teen attempts, and it is said that Herald, which 
' continued in training till he was fourteen years 
old, went to tlie post no fewer than one hundred 
: and fifty times and won on forty occasions. — Bad- 
minton Magazine. 



LI.XIXgTON, Ivy.. December 21. — .lokLaou N. 
Camden, chairman of the Iventuckv State Racing 
Commission, has raised numerous fast and game 
horses at his Hartland Stud on beautiful Spring 
Iliil Farm in Woodford County, but he is certain 
that lie never has in any year owned so uniformly 
good a crop of foals as are his now coming year- 
lings. Their number is seventeen, fifteen being 
by the splendid English stallion Light Brigade, 
winner of stakes to the value of $59,053, 
and son of Picton and Bridge of Sighs by 
Isinglass— Santa Brigida, by St. Simon, which 
is lo say that he carries two crosses of Isonomv 
and one each of Bend Or and St. Simon, and that 
gives him three crosses of Stookwell. With the 
exception of three with a minor ailment, each on 
one leg, they are all clean-limbed, remarkably so. 
as can be attested by so critical and keen-eyed 
a trainer as Max Hirscli, it having been the writer’s 
pleasure to have seen the youngster with the man 
who saddled Papp for the Futurity, and likewise 
w'th Senator Camden and Stewart Hunter last 
Monday. 

It is ever hard to pick “the liost” yearling from 
such a number, hut ns they now appear the star of 
the group is a hay colt, dam Five Aces, a winning 
daughter of Disguise and Anomaly (dam of Super- 
man I. by Bend Or, whose dam was Blue Rose, a 
daughter of Angelica, the dam of Orme. lie is a 
great colt. 

The brown colt, dam Lardclla (dam of Dr. 
Samuel, Dr. Moore and Rodgers, tlie colt which 
Max Hunch bought last year for G. \V. Loft from 
the late ( Inline Rogers for $7,099), is a grand 
individual, and perhaps a better horse than was 
either of lus three winning lialf-hrothers at the 
same age. 

Another colt that stands out is the big brown 
son of Muriel (dam of Valor), by Watercress, dam 
Mrs. Delaney, by St. Simon. 

HALF-SISTER TO HELIOS RACY LOOKING. 

A racy -looking, well made filly is the half- 
sister to Helios, the first of the three winners of 
the Breeders Futurity J. o. Keene saddled for Sen- 
ator < aniden. She is a chestnut in color, and her 
dam is Hindoo Rose, by Star Shoot. A small, neatly 
made fitly is close kin to this one. Her dam is 
lleliosa. a sister to Helios, and is her first foal. 

A great little horse is tlie liny colt, dam Proud 
Daise.v (dam of Plevna and Merode, the dam of 
Marauder), by Pride. 

An extra good filly is the chestnut daughter of 
the fast mare One Step. by Oddfellow— Bewitelier 
((him oi ( barmens**, etc.), by The Commoner. 

The remainder of the Light brigades are brown 
filly, dam fr ala) ; chestnut filly (a beauty), dam 
lleimosa (half-sister to Win elright, Superintendent. 
Kootenay and Bellita); black colt (brother to one 
that said for Sh.litlO this year), dam Yolanda (dam 
of Holieydew ) ; black colt, dam Castiarina (half- 
sister to Marse llenr- hay colt, dam Waldena 
(half-sister In Jack Point); chestnut fillv (beauti- 
ful and well ha la need), dam Allspice; brown fill.v. 
dam Satin, and brown filly, dam Eeatariua (dam 
of At a la n ta ) . The chestnut filly by Peter Quince- 
Involved is a clean, fine individual 

The other member of the string is a son of Ben 
Brush — Double Dork. There art* two other baby 
racers in the barn lielonging to friends of Senator 
Camden, and both are by Light Brigade. The chest- 
nut colt, dam Santa Susanna, is the property of 
Judge -VI Be «. Young, member of the State Racing 
Commission, and is a good individual. The chestnut 
filly, dam Wilful Maid, by Sundridge — Marian 
Hood (dam of Sunbonnet), is the property of Jerry 
Wheelwright, and is a half-sister to the fast 
yearling celt by Prince Palatine, which J. C. 
Milam is training for her owner. 

BIG CROWD SEES RACING AT PINEHURST 

PINEHCRST. X. C., December 21.— The annual 
fall steeplechase and flat races held under the 
auspices of the Piuehurst Jockey Club Thursday 
attracted one of the largest assemblages that has 
ever attended a race meeting at Piuehurst. 

Tin* steeplechase was won by Melos, entered bv 
George B Nibbs of Calgary and ridden by Wells. 
Nat Hurd s Little Horn, with Diamond up, came up 
from fourth place at the last hurdle and finished 
second. Abdon, entered by Hayden Preston of Prov- 
idence. led by a good margin for the first mile, 
but was passed in turn by Melos and Little Iloru 
and finished third. 

Hayden Preston’s I’ncle Sam, with Burns up, 
took the five-eighths race, while Front Royal won 
the mile and an eighth feature dash. 

Nat Hurd had more or less of a monopoly in the 
guests’ race, four and a half furlongs. He rode 
the winner. Parish’s Genevieve; took second money; 
with Kinder Lou. ridden by his friend Lieut. J. P. 
McKinney of Pittsburgh, and annexed the third j 
money with Half Measure, ridden by Hurd’s nephew, | 
Lambert Splane. I 



HAVANA, Cuba. December 21. — Kay Spence’s 
three-year-old Rafferty accounted for the San Juan 
Handicap, the feature of today’s sixirt at Oriental 
Park, and a preliminary to the Christmas Handicap 
to he run next Wednesday. There were five start- 
ers in today’s race, Skiles Knob and Sir Wellons 
sharing favoritism. They were away to a good 
start, with Skiles Knob showing the way. closely 
followed by Sir Wellons and Rafferty, while the 
Bux ton- Ma rrone entry. Daddy’s Choice and Sasin, 
made up the rear. This order was maintained to 
the stretch, with Rafferty racing on the extreme 
outside. Turning for home, Lunsford brought the 
Sj>ence representative to the inside and. when Skiles 
Knob began to tire from his early efforts in pace- 
making, Rafferty disposed of him after a sharp 
brush in the last sixteenth and then drew away 
in the final strides. 

Improved weather conditions were reflected iu 
the increased attendance, the largest crowd of the 
week being present. Activity in the betting ring 
whs brisk and t lit* volume of speculation large. 

Frank Weir scored a double when his Helen Atkin 
won the sixth race. Nib having carried his colors 
to success in the fourth. Both winners were ridden 
by jockey Dreyer. 

A steady improvement was noted in the track 
today, and the going should he fairlv good tomor- 
row. but it will b< several lie fore tie* track 

is fast again. 

Jake Holtman, the former starter, who is now 
racing a stable of horses here, furnished the win- 
ner of the opening race in tlie filly Crystal Day. 
She was the public choice and put. up a' good iier- 
formance. After racing on the extreme outside 
to the stretch turn, she dashed :»«*ross to the 
inside and. taking the lead, easily held Great Gull 
safe through the streteh. 

Doctor Davis, quoted at 19 to 1 in the betting, 
provided a surprise in the second by scoring in easy 
fashion over Marmon and Croix d’Or. The latter 
was first choice, began flatfooted and was crowded 
back. then, after closing a gap that landed him in 
first place, tired and lost place honors in the final 
strides. 

Another upset came in the following race when 
Hops was beaten by Waterford, which, after many 
attempts, finally won a race. He tmik the lead 
on the stn teh turn, and drawing awav easily main- 
tained his advantage to the end. while Hops was 
doing liis best to withstand tlie speedy end rush 
of Glnrine. 

Again in the fourth race the backers of favorites 
wets* given another jolt when Nib took tin* measure 
of Laekrose, the latter tiring badly at the end and 
barely saving second place from Pierrot. 

Among the newcomers today was Frank stein- 
hart. who just arrived from the Slates.
